Ninety per cent, ot all the persons who 
:ave ceeu appointed to. oilice in Comrnis- 
iouer Black's department are democrats, 
and only ten per cent republicans, and 
•ot the civil service law covers his de- 
partment. The methfjd this democratic 
oflioial has adopted is very simple, and is 
bis: 
"Commissioner Black notifies tho 


ivil aomce commission that theie is a 
vacancy under him. Thoy send him tho 
our names standing first ou the list 
?ho p.ostoffico address ot each Jopplicaut 
3 appended. It is easy, by consulting 
bo Senator or representative from the 
same locality, or by having him make in- 
quiries at his home, to ascertain tho po- 
itical attachment of each applicant. All 
hat then remains is to select a democrat 
_t all four happen to be republicans, the 
appointing officer rejects them all and 
jails for a new Just. Tbia process can te 
repeated until a satisfactory democrat is 
ound. 


By this sort of tampering with the 


oivil service law, Commissioner Block 
iaa been enabled to carry out tho spoils 
plan almost to its entirety. It in a slow 
operation, ns can readily bo seen, and 
icuco there is a general demand among 
;ho place hunters to throw down tho 
Mrs entirely so that tho insatiable hun- 
ger and thirst of the democrats:: party for 
jatronage, can be more quiokly and easily 
satisfied.

THE KNIGHTS OF LABOR. 


SIX MEMBERS TO BE ADDED TO THE 


EXECUTIVE BOARD, 


And All tlio Organizers Taken Oat of 


Communion—The Trnilon Unions Send 
In u Proposition for aTroftty—rowdorly 
IJlselulins H Koiiorted Statement—Illi- 
nois Colliers.

oral states, and that no ono except Turner 
and a row others know what his plan is, 
and bo is certain thoy havo not divulged 
what they know. 


In th'j morning session of tho assembly 


tho law committee proposed that six motn- 
bors should bo added to tho axocutivo board 
to to soloctod by tho assembly by ballot 
and to servo until tho annual conven- 
tion iu Octobor next when the regular eloc- 
tion occurs. 
Tho gonoral master workman 


\vjis authorised to revoke all commissions oC 
organizers and hereafter greater caro will 
bo exercised lu thoir selection, each candi- 
date being required to pass an examination. 


In tbo afternoon session a copy ot a reso- 


lution uJoptod by tho woman surtrafciits, 
assembled iu annual convention at Toledo, 
was roud. Tho resolution urged tho order 
trfoxtond to wanien all tbo rights and priv- 
ileges of membership, to Kocuro for women 
tiquid compensation for equal work with 
mo;i, and to givo its support to tho cause of 
female suQ'i'ago. 
Tho resolution was re- 


ferred to a special committee of throo. 


An address was then road from tho recent 


convention of trades unions at Philadelphia. 
Tho address sets forth that tlio claim ot 
some of tho Knights ot Labor that the of!l- 
o>n; of the union ai'o not iu favor of consol- 
idation for tbo reason tbat tboy would 
thereby bo thrown out of munificent posi- 
tions is unfounded inasmuch as only, r.lr.a 
of tbo thirty-six unions tbat participated in 
tho convention pay their e.tocutivo oflkors 
a salary, and they only receive from *1J 
to $'M por week; that trades unions aro not 
antagonistic to tbo ICnighU of 
Labor. 


There fc> a 
proper 
Bold 
for both 


organizations and thero nootl bo no co.-illict; 
that tho trades unions wcro formed at a 
timo when cauitallats were trying to lower 
tho standard ot skilled labor for tho pur- 
pose of introducing paupor labor and doing 
away with the apprentice system; that tho 
trades unions aro not hostile to the Knights 
of Labor, tbo oxintiiig troubles being tbo 
outcome of a scheme originated by the capi- 
talists of tbo country to destroy both orders. 
Tho address assorts that tho object of tlio 
formation oE trades unions still osistfl, and 
that there is no doubt of tho perpetuation 
of tho organizations. 
Tbo address closes 


with a rather vaguo reference to tho in- 
crease of membership of tlio unions, inas- 
much as it doos not give tho length of timo 
required for tho increase mentioned, after j 
which comes a treaty which provides that 
no assembly 
of tho Knights of Labor

said unions; that no person shall bo admitted

stipulating thai tbo Knights of Labor shall 
isbuo no trade marks that may in any way 
compete or conflict with trado marks issued 
by the trades unions. 
Tbo address and 


treaty wore referred to tho committee on 
tho state of tho order.

knights, and 
J. D. Sbannaban, o£ tho 


dairymon, and Delegate Cameron, ot tho 
knights, woro in conference during tho 
afternoon regarding the matter.
